WITH THE FRENCH ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Tuesday, Nov. 12.— 
(By the Associated Press).— Gen­ 
eral Petain, the French command­ 
er-in-chief has issued the follow ­ 
ing order 
of

troops: 
“To the French armies: 
“ During the long months you 
have fought. 
History will record 
the tenacity 
and 
fierce energy 
displayed during these four years 
by our country which had to van­ 
quish in order not to die. 
“Tomorrow in order to better 
dictate peace, you are going to 
carry your arms 
as far as the 
Rhine. 
In that land of Alsace- 
Lorraine that is so dear to us, you 
will march as 
liberators. 
You 
will go further, all the way into 
Germany to occupy lands which 
are the necessary guarantees for 
just reparation. 
“France has 
suffered in her 
ravaged fields and in her ruined 
villages. 
The 
freed 
provinces 
have had to submit to intolerable 
vexations and odious outrages but 
you 
are 
not 
to 
answer 
these 
crimes by the commission of vio­ 
lences which, under the spur of 
your resentment may seem to you 
legitimate. 
“ You are to remain under disci­ 
pline and to show respect to per­ 
sons and property. You will know, 
after having vanquished your ad­ 
versary by fo rce of arms how th 
impress him further by the dig­ 
nity of your conduct in success or 
your heroism in fighting.

While shipbuilding in this country 
is to be continued steadily the 
program of the

“The continued need for build­ 
ing American owned tonnage is 
obvious,” said Mr. Hurley.

only must we continue to supply 
our armies overseas and prepare 
to bring them home at the earli­ 
est moment compatible with safe­ 
ty, but Europe must be fed and 
supplied with the necessary ma­ 
terials to permit the reconstruc­ 
tion of devastated areas in order 
that both our friends and our ene­ 
mies may become self-supporting. 
“There is not enough ships in 
the world to carry on this work 
and to provide immediately for 
ordinary commerce. For that rea­ 
son only a limited portion of the 
shipping which can be construct­ 
ed by the United States in 1919 
will be available for use. 
“For two months the shipping 
board has been making a complete 
survey of 
its 
construction pro­ 
grams and contracts. 
Believing 
that an emergency war program 
would soon end hie investigation 
has been with a view to replan­

Jacksonville Boy Receives Wounds 
in 
France—-Father 
Received 
Word 
Wednesday 
Evening— 
Was Member of Radio Corps. 


Word w as received by James 
W. G uthrie Wednesday evening 
that his son Kenneth W. Guthrie 
had been wounded in action in 
France. 
T he date of the battle in 
iwbieh th e casualty occurred is 
not known. 
The only news contained in the 
message w as that the young man 
had received an injury to th e left 
thigh and the calf of the rig h t leg. 
Mr. Guthrie immediately wired to 
'W ashington in an effort to ob­ 
tain fu rth e r particulars. 


Kenneth Guthrie enlisted in the 
navy in February 1918 and was 
assigned to duty at Great Lakes.

Associated Press.)— An 
amazing underground shelter or 
dugout equipped with many lux­ 
uries is the home of the staff of 
one American army corps which 
took a prominent part in the St. 
Mihiel fight. 
It is little less than 
an 
underground city club, with 
offices, sleeping quarters, baths, 
restaurants, 
kitchens, 
electric 
lights, telephone and bell boys In 
the persons of orderlies and mes­ 
sengers and many other appur­ 
tenances of hotel life. 


Its occupation has permitted th# 
staff of this corps to operate in 
close touch with 
the 
fighting 
troops much more closely behind 
the lines than such a corps or­ 
dinarily ventures. 
From the outside the place was 
so Inconspicuous, standing about 
two hundred yards from the road, 
that ninety-nine out of a hundred 
motorists would have driven 
by 
without seeing it at all. 
The one 
hundredth would have seen mere­ 
ly a slight elevation in the muddy 
plain with two or three dark holes 
in the ground that might have 
been old shell craters or anything 
else. 


In reality the mud and grass 
covering was nothing but a con­ 
cealment of a thirty-foot “ ceil­ 
ing” of reinforced concrete, 
the 
black holes well camouflaged en­ 
trances leading down 
a 
sloping 
runway to the brilliance of the 
electrically lighted interior.

stoutly was the whole constructed 
that an enemy shell of big calibre 
would scarcely do more than chip 
off a piece of the top, and no 
aviator’s bomb could ever, even 
hitting directly, do much dam­ 
age. 


Inside, parallel with the road 
and traversing the length of the 
dugout, was a wide corridor— the 
“ main street” of the institution, in 
w’hich 
the 
commanding general 
rubbed shoulders with the order­ 
lies and messengers as they went 
from office to office. 
Off this 
main street led minor streets run­ 
ning to the rear and being used, 
for economy of space, as sleeping 
rooms for the enlisted men at 
night. 
Artificial ventilation pro­ 
vided for the constant purifica­ 
tion of the whole dugout, and the 
smell throughout was clean and 
sweet. 


Off the small streets, and off 
the big one too, were the offices, 
constructed likewise for economy 
of space. 
Each was about ten 
feet wide and quite deep, with a 
narrow table running the length 
of the rooms at which sat the of­ 
ficers and their assistants, work­ 
ing, working, all the time, an­ 
swering telephone every moment 
or so, giving instructions and re­ 
ceiving reports. 


Instead of having the operations 
department in one 
building, the 
intelligence in another, and oth­ 
ers scattered in as many more, 
all were here together, in offices 
with walls as nearly sound-proof 
as possible, under a ceiling just 
high enough to enable a tall man 
to stand without stooping, so close 
together that a 
moment 
could 
put one In touch with the other if 
necessary yet vastly far apart as 
far as any mutual one-sided dis­ 
turbance was concerned. 
At the end of the big corridor 
was the kitchen, compact to the 
point of 
being 
a 
kitchenette. 
When the cooks 
finished 
each 
mea the side streets would sud­ 
denly be transformed into little 
cosy dining rooms, each with its 
long wooden table and narrow 
wooden benches. 
In 
less 
time 
than it takes to tell the general’s 
mess was ready, the superior of­ 
ficer’s mess and all the others. 
No sound could penetrate the 
great concrete roof, and the great 
bombardment that opened the St. 
Mihiel “ show” could not be heard, 
as an Associated 
Press 
corres­ 
pondent who was there can attest. 
Yet outside the building the can­ 
non "were going, “ great guns” and 
the whole night was thundering 
with the noise.

man was first sent to Kelly field, 
San Antonio, Tex., then to Waco, 
then to Charlotte, N. Carolina and 
finally to Garden City, N. V., from 
whence he embarked for England. 
His letter follows: 
Dear Folks: 
i ’ll write you a few’ lines to 
let you know I am still in Eng­ 
land. 
I am O. K. and the climate 
here is fine. 
The scenery here is 
great. 
I have seen several castles 
and cathedrals. 
I saw one o fth 
largest and oldest cathedrals in 
Europe. 
I went to London Friday after­ 
noon and 
returned 
Monday. 
A 
sergeant and I went together. We 
surely had a good time and took 
in all 
we could 
for the short 
time we had. 
We stayed in the 
largest hotel in England, Imper­ 
ial. 
Sunday afternoon we hired 
a boat and rode up the Thames 
river which is in the suburbs of 
London. 
They have tram cars to take 
you over the city. 
Some of them 
run on tracks and some as a bus. 
They are all double decks. 
Some of the noted parts we vis 
ited were “The Strand,” “Trafal­ 
gar Square,” “ Picadilly Circus,” 
H’yde Park,” 
monuments, 
the 
“House of Parliament,” and many 
other places. 
There are Y. M. C. 
A’s. all over London and we had 
some very interesting chats with 
some of the boys there on leave 
from the front. 
I guess they’ve 
been having some pretty tough 
fights. 
They all speak well of 
the way the Yanks are fighting. 
I also went to Leicester which 
is 50 miles from our camp. It has 
a population 
of 
100,000. 
W 
rode on two different “trams.” It 
only costs a soldier 
penny to 
ride, one cent 
in 
our 
money. 
It costs a 
civilian 
one 
penny. 
There are some thing3 in this 
country that are certainly cheap, 
hair cuts aryl shaves, apd "tram” 
fares. 
Most all of the conductors 
and barbers are women and they 
sure make good barbers. 
We surely have plently to eat. 
For supper tonight, we had beans 
seasoned with good pork, celery, 
apple cobbler, bread, butter and 
coffee. 
For breakfast 
we 
had 
oatmeal, hash, 
brown 
potatoes, 
bread, butter and coffee. For din­ 
ner we had mutton chops, mashed 
potatoes, gravy, tapioca pudding 
with custard, bread, butter and 
coffee, so you hee we 
are 
not 
starving. 
I am enclosing a piece of poet­ 
ry written by an old Englishman 
that owns a cafe up town (Grant­ 
ham). 
It is especially good. 
It 
shows the attitude that the people 
have in regard to America’s en­ 
tering the war. 
Hoping to find you all well In 
every way, I remain.

It should be taken in s lo w ly and 
with dign ity. 
It should n o t be 
allowed to touch the g r o u n d on 
shore nor sh ou ld it be p erm itted 
to trail in th e dust.

W hen fla g s are used In u n v e il­ 
ing a sta tu e or m onu m ent they 
should not be allowed to fa ll to 
the ground, b u t should be carried 
aloft to w a v e about, fo r m in g a 
distinctive fea tu re during t h e re­ 
mainder of th e ceremony. 
W here th e national flag is d is­ 
played w ith State or oth er flags, 
it should be given the p la c e of 
honor on th e right.

I t m u st be rotted in a genu­ 
ine determ ination to help, w ith out giv­ 
ing hindrance. 
It eau best b e done by 
the practical organizations, qualifying 
under the r u le s of common sense, as a 
unified w hole, 
lf It was good for the 
allies to w e ld their giant arm ies and 
naytes in to o n e vast unit, a n d place 
the same u n d e r one control, it is good 
for the w a r 
relief organizations to 
adopt the s a m e policy—for in unity, 
indeed, th e re is strength! 
I do not m ean by this th a t any or­ 
ganization, o r particular creed or de­ 
nomination should sink its individual­ 
ity as in a g re a t melting pot for such 
unified se rv ic e , for that b u t weakens 
the definite anchor lines w hich in some 
instances, 
h a v e taken hundreds of 
years to fa s h io n and weld Into shape. 
Such a c o u rs e would be u mistaken 
one. But I d o mean that th e re should 
be a concert of action; a unison of 
spirit and In te n t; a co-ordination iu 
plans for se rv ic e s; and In consequence, 
a more h ig h ly intelligent 
effort to 
resell the p o in t of saturation In the 
work to b o done. Such a point eau 
never be 
reached—will 
never 
be 
reached; f o r th e task is too great. But 
that very f a c t pilroves, to my mind, that 
the effort sho u ld be directed toward 
such a goal. 
When th o ii railes of the allies wert 
placed u n d e r General Foeti, and the 
strategy o f w a r wun left, so fa r as the 
allies w ere concerned, to a single war 
council, It 
w a s not fouad necessary 
to erase th e marks of Identity from 
any unit. 
French soldiers remained 
Just as F re u c h as ever they had been. 
Tho British Tommies are etu i their old 
selyos. T h o Americans, assuredly, for­ 
feited n o n e o f their Individuality as 
the moat m arvelous fighting machine, 
put together as lf over night, ta the 
history o r m ankind. Yet, th ey became 
of a sudde n, cogs In a vast machine, 
They toilet I au d struggled fo r a com 
mon purpose. And when (ieueral Koch 
finally w as cloaked with th e authority 
and power w hich enabled him to direct 
the forces o f righteousness, each cop 
tlngeiit In its place and w ithout dupll 
cation or confusion, that Instant, der- 
many was beaten ! What h a s followed 
constitute th o details of humbling the 
wrongdoer to the dust; hut when co­ 
ordination sw ep t through th e forces of 
the ullles. Germany no longer had a 
chance to w in I 
So w ith 
w a r relief. 
Individuality 
must not b e micrlfioed, for th a t Is tin 
wellspring from which proceeds th* 
pure uad sustaining waters that, ever 
refreshing:

ible river ut succor aud rescue. We 
must p re se rv e our scored traditions

We must not 
confound our sources of origin.

must not do a thing which spells 
“ bigotry” or ‘‘intolerance” while still 
Never apart in our righteousnefs, we 
depending upon the lasting foundation 
rock of “liberty” and “equal Fights.” 
must think as one, strike as one, suffer 
a s one, and rejoice as one—lf we a rt 
going to be worth anything at all to 
the soldier and to the sailor in his ex 
treufity‘1 
President Wilson, early la the war, 
pleaded for, tolled for, contended foi 
—co-ordination. 
lie knew it meant 
Increased efficiency. 
He did not en­ 
courage one 
ambitious 
c l i e n t 
*fl 
swallow up or obliterate another aud 
a lesser element, just to make a unit. 
H e insisted th at each organized force 
locate itself in the vast machine of a 
country’s weal, to gear in—and to op­ 
erate. Such a machine should require 
no lubrication beyond the liberal ap 
plication of brain power. 
Such a ma 
chloe should be incapable of waste mb-; 
tion, useless pretense, vain assump­ 
tions. or a spirit of competition and 
rivalry, and should smoothly grind out 
Its grist, or, failing to do so, It should 
forthwith be sent to the scrap heap ol 
mistaken ideals and good Intentions! 
I think it perfectly marvelous that 
the glorious Catholic church which, 
since the daw n of civilization has been 
soph a potent influence for good, 
should, w ithout standing on ceremony 
or losing any tim e over red tape, gear 
in with swift precision and open heart 
and hand, w ith the equally beloved 
Protestant church which was eager as 
well to do Its full share for humanity.

I am thankful to have been perm it­ 
ted to live in an era that could wit­ 
ness this unselfish and sensible amal­ 
gamation of all sects and creeds and 
religions and interests, w ith every fact 
turned toward God and the light, for­ 
getful of self, or ambition, pf prefer­ 
ences, of lines of prejudices and of 
th e hateful misunderstandings of his­ 
tory} 
Thus unified, the seven recognized 
war relief bodies can do their work 
with a seven-fold precision, effective­ 
ness and success. 
We have no right 
in this m atter to consider the interests 
of anyone but the fighter. 
If we arc 
not to serve him, and serve him intel­ 
ligently and w ith practical expediency, 
then we have no excuse for injecting 
ourselves Into a war situation at all 
There Is more to be done at the 
front, when it comes to helping our 
troops to win the war, than we can 
ever do. 
We owe it to the mothers 
and fathers of America to cast aside 
and behind us all thought of divisional 
lines; of imaginary boundaries and 
barriers of ambition aud of prejudice. 
It behooves us to dig right in and dc 
the things th a t will best serve the 
fighters, all within military regulations 
and upon a commonsense basis; and 
to stay there, tolling and suffering 
with the troops;, until the end. Nobody 
should got any credit—which means 
that everybody should get It. 
It Is 
one cause, one ^ar, one issue—and 
there must be one result. 
To that 
end, there can be but one system of 
w ar relief, if we are to reason like pa­ 
triots, and go In to see it through like 
Trojans and Spartans! 
The Salvation Army Is in this situa­ 
tion because it had been fighting evil 
since the day the organization was 
founded, nearly sixty years ago. It la 
In It because Its duty* calls It wherever 
there is a human suffering to relieve.

Associate 
Supplies Soldiers With 
Books. 


One might suppose on the lmpu]$| 
of the moment, lf an answ er was 
without though), that the men in the 
ranks read only entertaining book* 
books that will am use and vary 
hard work of camp life, or the dangle^ 
of the trenches. 
The American L ibrary association, 
however, now is prepared to answer 
this question with the intelligence 
th at comes fropi supplying the men 
daily with reading m atter. 
There |s 
as much diversity In the books read 
by soldiers as by men outside the camp 
and, possibly more. 
The greatest demand Is for books OB 
m ilitary tactics. Then follow all sorts 
of requests for other technical books, 
as, for instance, In one camp In one 
day came requests for books on coffee 
cultivation, woolens, refrigeration, cold 
storage, transportation of food ma­ 
terial, medical books, sanitaion and the 
public healthy psychology, shorthand 
and typewriting, shipbuildiug, automo­ 
biles and business letter writing.''' 
Fiction is popular, with the books 
written by ?ane G ray in the lead. Part 
of G ray’s popularity In the? camps Is 
duo to the fact that til ere are so many 
Western toen In cam p who know the 
country be describes perfectly. Thou­ 
sands of the soldiers, and even officers, 
retain their Jove for boys’ books, of 
which there is a shortage. 
They say 
they rest the brain, and* so Henty’s. 
B arbour’s and Tomlinson’s boy stories 
are popular. 
W ith all this diversity of tastes It Is 
not un easy matter to supply the mil­ 
lions of men with the :reading they 
demand, and so the American Library 
association must m eet this need by 
purchasing the educational and tech­ 
nical books asked for. 
To date (he work of the American 
Library War service can be summed 
as follows: 
Forty-one library buildings In op­ 
eration. 
Forty-three large camp libraries es­ 
tablished. 
Ona hundred and forty-three hospi­ 
tals and lied Cross homes supplied. 
Two hundred and forty-three librar­ 
ies maintained in service. 
T hree hundred and fifteen military 
camps anff posts equipped with. books. 
T hree .hundred and fifty poiuts over­ 
seas supplied with books. 
F our hundred and six naval and ma­ 
rine stations supplied with libraries. 
One thousand, five hundrel and for- 
ty-seveu branches and stations located 
In recreation huts, barracks and mess 
halls. 
Six hundred thousand books pur­ 
chased, largely technical. 
One million, thirty thousand, four 
hundred and fifty-eight books shipped 
overseas. 
Three million, one hundred eleven 
thousand, five hundred and leu gift 
books placed In service. 
Five million magazines distributed. 
The work of the American Library 
association, meeting certain peed* of 
the men as It does. Is only a part of 
the great work being done by the seven 
w elfare organizations of the United 
W ar campaign, the Y. M. C. A., IVW . 
C. A , Knights of Columbus, Jewish 
W elfare board, War Camp Community 
service, American Library association 
and the Salvation Army. 
And that 
these organizations may carry on their 
work of mercy and service they are 
asking that the people of this country 
help them with $170,OOO,000, a small 
m atter when placed beside the help­ 
fulness, both In this country and over­ 
seas pf the seven branches of the great 
candlestick of United W ar Work. 


Cigarettes Fall From Skies. 


Paris, Oct. 21— (By H ail).—W hat 
manna was to the Israelites In tho des 
e rt, so cigarettes, failing out of tho 
sky were to Pershing’s brave dough­ 
boys la the wiping out of the St. Ml- 
hlel salient. The K nights of Columbus 
ipotor transport service had just been 
put in operation, and one of the first 
loads of supplies rushed to the front 
in these trucks contained thousands of 
cigarettes. 
But the trucks could not 
follow the fast-rushing, Americans lu 
their drive, so the uvlutors were up- 
pealed to by the K. of C. secretaries to 
get their smoke* to the boys..' 
Wounded men In the hospitals here 
first tub! the story of liow, while the 
American troops w ere fighting. Ameri­ 
can aviators lu American-made air­ 
planes hovered over them and from 
the clouds showered them with 2U.0U0 
packages of cigarettes, each »mono­ 
gramed, “Compliments of the Knights 
of Columbus.” This was the first time 
In modern warfare that a fighting army 
had been supplied w ith smokes during 
the lieut of buttle.

ly,” one wounded Yank declared.
